We learn that & number of Republicans in

Washington, who are prominently conneoted
with the financial institutions of the conntry,
have been consnlting together about our na-
tional finances, and bave agréed upon a pro-
position Lo relieve the Government and country
of existing and future troubles, It is said also
¢hat these fipancial philosophers are about to
Iay their plan before Mr. MoCulloch. Surely
the people should be thankful for the wisdom,
bepevolence, and disinterested conduet of such
patriots of the Republican faith. Seeing it bhas

been the Republican party, led by Salmon P.
Chase, MoCulloch, and the rest of the
Treasury ring, whioh has orushed us down
with burdens and involved us in almost inex-
tricable financial troubles, it is certainly some
relief to learn that an enlightened fow of that
party have found the pauacea for the evils we
endure.

By the Republicans “prominent in financial
innt'lylul.lons of the country,” we suppose the
correspondent means national bankers, large
bondholders, and the Wall street gold and
stock operators oconneoted with the Chase.
MoCullogh Treasury ring, though he was too
modest to say so. Well, what do these fnan-
cial patriots proposa to do? Simply to return
to specie payments about elght montha from
this time—that is to say, on the 30th of Juune
next, And thisis to be dons by redeaming in

1d the bonds these patriots hold, That is,
the Government shall pay for the bonds abont
thirty per cent. more than they are now worth
in the market. The Government can now enter
the market, just the same as Mr. Bmith, Jones,
or Brown can, and buy these bonds at little
over seventy in gold. Yet it must not do so,
aocording to these philosophers; it must give
& hundred in gold, though all the rest of the
world ¢an buy st seventy, or it must not bny
at all Ul the market price isforoed up to par.
This would be a nice little arrangement for
the bondhiolders, if practicable. But we are
nok told where the gold is to come from to pay
for two thousand millions of bonds. AMr.
MoCulloch has got a hundred millions
in the Treasury, but that is only a twenticth
part of the amount needed. Should he part
with his hundred millions in buying bonds at
par, where would he find gold to take up the
other nineteen bundred millions ? Nearly all
the specie coming into the Treasury Ia raquired
for ourrent demands, and he wounld be left
with but little of the precious metal. How,
then, could specie payments be brought aboat
by this plan ! Nineteen-twentieths of the
bonds would remain unredeemed, and Mr,
McCulloch would be left without gold in his
chest. Wonld not gold go up again, and,
perhaps, higher than it i3 now, under snch a
state of things ! The truth is, there is no way
of reaching specie payments, without a fearfal
revulsion and a bankrupt Treasury, but by
lstting things take their natural course and by
ceasing to tamper with the currency. The
country would grow up in the conrse of a faw
yoars to that point when the present volume
of currency would ba not at all too much for
its necessities, and then we should reach
specie payments. ) _ _

This conference of financial patriots at
Washington holds out a sop to the people,
bowever, for the purpose of having their
bonds inoreased in value over thirly per cent,
They will congent to have the ountstanding
bonds taxed or the debt funded at a less rate
of interest. This is siml-f_\' a dodge to get the
gpecie-paying plan forced upon the couutry.
If we had a Secretary of the Treasury who
understood the subject of national fnance aund
would take advantage of his opportunitiss to
reduce the debt, he would nse all his resources
in buying up and cancelling the debt as fast
as possible and at the lowest rate, e would
be in vo hurry to return to specie payments
till a large portion of the debt were liguidated
and the weight removed from the people. We
should come to specie payments much sooner
by constantly roc}uuing the debt than by in-
creasing its burden throngh forcing it to par
value. But we must wait till some abler man
* is put at the head of the Treasury hefors we
can hops for any improvement in the present
ruinous financial policy of the Goyvernment,

Garibaldi, the Government of Italy, and the
Court of Rome entertain hopes widely differant
ou the issue of the present revolation, and the
despatclies emanating from the three diferent
parties of the Italian people accordingly vary.
There is the usnal discrepancy with regard to
many facts. On the whole, however, we are
better informed on the aotual eondition of
affairs in Italy than we are on most of the
other great complications in Europe. One
great fact towera above all the disorepant
gtatements of detalls, and is more or less wmd-
mitted by all parties: the insufficiency of ths
Papaoy to save the teMiporal power without
foreign aid. The ltalian Government expresses
no lesa than Garibaldi the ardent desire to
consummate the national unity by the annexa-
tion of Rowe; the representatives of the peo-
ple, in Parliament assembled, have for maony

sard been almost a unit on this guestion; the

Papal forees, compared with the army and the

militia of Italy, are insignificantly small; and
the result, therefors, of a confliot betwaen the
Italian and the Papil Governments could not
for u day be doubtful.

The temporal power to-day still exists only
becausg it receives the support of France, Np
other Government of Europe could be of equal
service, should the suppor of Fraucs be withe
drawn, The fssus of the Roman question,
therefore, depends in the first place on the
attitude of France, and in the sscond on the
oontlnninﬁ deference of the [talian Govern-
ment to the behests of France,

We Lave had during the past few days seve.
ral cable despatches on the intentions of Lonis
Napoleon. It was first stated that the rela-
tions between Italy and France were of an nn-
friendly character, that Italy had appealed to
the grest powers of Enrope against the Sep.
tomﬁer Convention, aud that this appeal wuu{.l
have the support of Prussia, A later deapatel
fnformed us that the conferences of the
Italian Ambassador with the Ewmperor at
Biarritz had led to important concessions on
the part of France, that Italy would bé allowed
to take possession of the Papal provinges, and
that the city of Roms ghonld remain under
the temporal rule of the Pope only uftil
the d of Pigs IX, when the temperal

ywer was to oease altogether., Too little
l: thus far known of the negotistions Lietween
Italy and France to allow una to form a
definite opinlon of the accurncy of thess atale
mentq. It Is, however, probable, from ths
.

other hand, he will iptefpose an abmolute vatos
to the sunexation of the city of Rome, The
Emperor has, on more than on one oceasion,
admitied the maladministration of the Papal
States, and expreased his own wish for the
gecularization of the Homan Governmunt., But
he has been equmily emphatic in axpressing
his desire that the Pope shall not become the
elu\?tml of the King of Italy, and that lris
entire independence shall be gnarantevd by all
the Roman Catholic Govermments, In the
Napoleonic theory of government, the Churoh
bolds an importaut plave as one of the most
powerful agencies which the chief of a State
can use for the consolidation of his power,
and it must thersfore be expected that Louais
Napoleon will oling with great tenacity to the
maintevance of some kind of independent
domain for the Pope. We, therefors, doubt
that he has consented to the abolishment of
the temporal power on the death of Pins IX.

The lialian Government, notwithstanding
its despicable servility, chafes against the osn-
tinuance of its bondage, It is sure to make
the ntmost exertions to extort from Napoleon
gome concessions. But it will hardly go
forther. Nothing in its conduot envourages
the hope that it will dare to make a wanly
and open stand for the rights of the Italian
pation. We doulbt the news announced in a
cable despatch publislied yesterday,that Victor
Ewanuel will soon pass the Roman frontier,
and proclaim Rome as a part of the kingdom.
He may, with the permission of France, annex
the country districts, but he will stop, we
believe, before the gates of Rome.

In the meanwhile the immense excitemant
which has again seized the Italian nation cap-
not fail to proanote the political edueation of
the people. Hven journals which are not
friendly to the cause of Garibaldi admit that
the enthusisem for him spreads like wildfire,
and is irrepressible. (teneral Cialdini is said
to have reported to the Govermment that sen-
timents of the most radical nature are finding
the widest circulation in the army. This pro-
motion of liberal sentiments, we are sure, will
be found to be one of the lasting results of the
present revolution.

The Result of the Late Klections—Iis
Caunges and Consequences.
From the N, ¥. Times.

The resnlt of the late elections is not due to
any inorease of Democratic strength, but
simply to a falling off in the Republican vote.
Practically, so far as carrying States and slect-
ing candidates are concerned, it comesto the
same thing; but in specalating upon the causes
of the result, and the inferences which it war-
rants, a very olear distinotion must be made.

The success of the Democrats is not due to
any increased popular support won for their
principles or party. It does not show that
any greater number of the voters of the coun-
try approve of their principles or dasire to put
them in power. It only shows that a good
many Republicans have, for some reason or
other, become dissatisfied with the conduct of
the Republican party, and have not voted at
all. There is nothing to indicate that they
have voted with the Democrats, save in excep-
tional cages; they have simply staid at home.
There is evidently enough of them to hold the
balance of power, and if they should finally
decide to go over to the Democrats, they woald

give that parvty a fulr chanos of cosumbog voen
trol of our national politics. But they have
as yet given no iudications of such a purpose.

What is it which has thus, for the moment,
alienated them from the Rapublioan party ?
Nothing, certainly,in the principles and policy
of that party, as laid down in its platforms and
regsolutions. Nothing whickh it did duriug the
war for the salvation of the Union. Nothing
which it did after the war for the restoration
of the Union, npon the principles which the
war had established, and for the equal civil
rights and immunities of all olaszes of our
people.  Not one in ten of the Republicans
who have not voted at this election, desires
or would consent to abrogate any of the
measures by which these results have been
brought about. No one wounld dream of set-
ting aside the Emancipation Proclamation,
the Constitutional amendment abolishing
slavery, or the guarantee of equal civil rights
to the negroes of the South. Nor do we
think it by any means olear that they would
favor the exclugion of the enfranchised slaves
from the ballot-box. They have, it i8 troe,
in Objo refused to sdmit negroes to the suf.
frage onequal terms with the whites; but thers
are practical reasons for allowing negroes to
vote in the SBouth, which do not prevail in the
North—and in spite of the loud demands
wade in the name of universal freedom and
equal justice Ly the apostles of “progress,’’
waclical copsiderations liave and always will
{mw much more weight than abstract princi-
ples in deciding the result of an election. The
negrees in the South are too numerous to be
subjected to the arbitrary control of the
whites, Their rights of person and of pro.
perty demand protection, and in this vonuotry
wa recognize no mode of protection by (ov-
ernment, except by participation in it. No
community could long exist in peace whare
half the people, more or less, depended wholly
on the other hialf for the enjoyment of their
rights, Dolitical consideratons, moreover,
will reinforce this argument. Republicans
everywhere feel auxious to retain the ascend-
apoy of the party, and they know that the
Bouth cannot now be made or kept Republican
except by negro votes. In Ohio and other
Northern States none of these motives have
an{' considerable weight.

Ve think it is universally recognized Ly all
Republicans, therefore, 45 & necessity, that the
right of enilrage should extend to the negroes
in the South, It is not becanse the party has
taken this gronnd that it has been ‘defeated,
nor would the party be strengthened by aban-
doning it. It ig too late in the day for any
party to maintain that this is exclusively “‘a
white man’s Government,” And, under ordi-
nary olrcnmstances, and apart from other
influences, we do not doubt that In Ohio, as
in every other Northern Htate, a majority
of the people would vote in favor of negro
suflrage.

But we do not think that the great hody of
the people, or of the Republivan party, are
antisfied with the manner in which this ques-
tion has been treated, They are not satistied
that we have the right to force universal
negro suffrage npon the peopls of the South-
@rn States at the point of the bayonet, aud to
exolude those Biates from the Union wuntil
they accept it; nor that it would be good
policy to exercise the right if we had it
Still less are they satisfled that it fs either
Jjust or expedient, while thus admitting the
negroes to the ballot-box, without gualifioa-
Hons of any kind, to éxclude the great body
Of the whiley—thus handing over the Gov-
ment of those BStates to lﬂs absolate con-
trol of the negroes within them. The prac-
tical result of such a policy shooks the
public sende of justice, I‘R?(::ry man, 1o mat-
ter how strong his party fesling wmay be,

And whila theaa acts of the Republioan party
have sxoited discontent, the » hes, mo.
vaces, and loowe talk of many om moat ine
flugntial membars have done still mors in s
sams direction. The thrent constantly hsld
over the South that, if it does not take this it
shall be forced to take something worse: —the
menncen of confiseation;—the bullying inso-
lewce which soch men as Wade, Chandler,
Nye, Ashley, and men of theirstamp, mistake
for statesmanship, and the coarse, vulgar,
und offensive tope they habitually adopt
towards all who differ from them fn opinion:
the evident purpose of lsading political mana-

era to perpetuate their own power by exolad-
ng the Sonth from all ehare in the Presiden-

*tial election;—the fulsome landation and ser-

vile sycophancy displayed, on every o(casion
and in every relation, towards the pegro, and
the open, undisguised contempt with which
the pretensions of white men, even to an
equality of faculties, privileges, and rights,
are treated by some of the fanatios who olalin
to be Republican leadera—thess are among
the things which have helped to disgnsi thou-
sands of the calmer and more considerate
members of the party, and to hold them
aloof from the political contests of the day.

These are faults that ought never to have
been committad. If the party had not been so
strong in numbers and in position, its leaders
never would have ventured upon such experi-
menta, It has been betrayed by overconfi-
dence into arroganve and injustice, Its temper
has been harsh, overbearfug, and cruel, in-
stead of generouns, liberal, and magnanimous;
and, as always happens in such onses, it has
been quite as timid and subservient in regard
to its self-assumed lenders, as it has been
remorseless towards those who wers in its
power. The party in the French Revolation
which was most ferocions in its dealings with
the helpless viotims of Its fury, trembled and
vowered beneath the lash of Marat, Danton,
and Robespierre. Political human nature is
not changed by lapse of space or time.

What 18 wanted, therefors, to give the Ile-
publican party its old strength, is nol any
change in its fundamental principles or aims,
but a better temper and & calmer mind—less
intolerance and greater moderation. It is the
party, and the only party, which represents
the advancing sentiment of the age—which
aids the cause of political progress and re-
gponds to the higher aspirations and nobler
aims of each successive political generation.
This is its strength, and il wisely used, this
will give it 8 permanent hold on the confidence
and support of the people. The Demoeratio
party has made no progress in efther. It i
the party of reaction—of reaction not only
againat the mistakes and heedless imprudances
of the Republicans, but against the principles
and jdeas which have become an essential
part of the very framework and substance of
the nation. Nothing oan give snch a party
even a temporary trinmph but the blunders
ard wrongs into which too great success may
betray its opponents. All that is neaded now
is that these be promptly and thoroughly re.
deemed.

The Ooutober Elections.
Fromthe N. Y, Tribune,

Judge Sharswood (Dem.) is elected to the
Supreme Court of Pennsylvania by abont 1000
majority over Jfudge Willinms (Republican).
The very last official return is not yet re-
ceived, butl the result is ascertained within a
very few votes.

Judge Bharswood is in “no respect a better
iariat than Judgs Willlnes, bus e 1o fAr more
generally knowp, and, living in Philadelphia,
where he has long been on the bench, he was
certain to poll more votes on perzonal grounds
than Judge Willinws, who lives at Pittsburg.
No Democorat, 2o far as we koow, supported
Williams; while David 'aul Brown, a voteran
Republican lawyer of Philadelphia, issued o
pamphlet urging Republicans to ignore party
and vote for Sharswood.

We logt Philadelphia by having a county
ticket on which no soldier was placad, while
the Demoorats had three officers of the line on
theirs, and so won the votes not only of Re-
publican soldiers, but of mavy who love and
honor all who fought for the country against
the Rebellion. Had our ticket been made up
as wisely as its antagonist, the Republicans
would bave carried the State by thousands.

The New York Zimes says that the Repub-
licans complain of the secrel circalar of the
Demoocratio’ State Committee, whereby & graat
vote was drawn out for their candidates. We
have seen mo such complaint. It was the
business of that Committee to get out as large
a vote as possible, and they did it well. If
we were diseusml to complain at all, it would
be that the Kepublican Committes did mot do
likewise, But, while we know that this Com-
miltee were far less efficient than the Demo-
cratio, we ghiould have to know that they had
ample means before assuming to censure, It
is manifest that the Demoeratic Committes
controlled and spent an extraordinary amount
of money. Look again at the language of
their gecret ciroular, addressed to a conilden-
tial Democratic manager in each connty, as

—Wae are confident that Ohio, too, will prove
to have cast a Democratic vote many thon-
sands below that by which the State has been
twice carried by the Republicans, and will be
carried again. They have brought out their
last vote, while the Republicans have fallen
far ghort of theirs, as they did in 1862, We
lost the State that year by 5000; we carried it
the next year by 100,000, Doesany one doubt
that we ehall carry it next year?

As to Indiana, though the election was for
local officers only, and the vole generally liyht,
{ts average aspect is good, especially where the
vote is heaviest. Thus 5t. Joseph's county
(the home of Schuyler Colfax) elects the whole
Bepublican ticket by the unprecedented
malority of 800, of which South Bend (the
-Spesker's town) gives 438. There was a
gpecial election in one ward of that town a few
weeks ago, and—the vote being light—a Demo-
crat was elected, and a great ado made over
it by the World § Co. Now that ward oasts a
full vote, and goes largely Republican. Here
are & fow returns which we find telegraphed
to the Cincinnati Commercial:—

They were damaged
this year by the liquor question; but they
have at least 206,000 majority that may be
(lﬁ-{w'uded on in the worst of tmes. Honor to
théan !

Such are the real resulls of the October elec-
tion. Do they not differ essentially from the
reports still current in Democratic circles of
limited information?

If my family insists
that, for my neighbor's good, to disinfect his
hounse and purify the air of the neighborhood,
they will explode a ton of gunpowder in his
dwelling, it does not become them to run
gcreaming about the room when it iz proposed
to explode a few thimblefuls to perfume their
own home. The rejection of negro suffrage in
the North is a virtnal renunciation of the
principle, and exposes the attempt to fores it
on the South as a piece of hypocritical tyranny,

The Tvbune finds satisfaction in the fact
that so large a portion of its party voted for
negro suffrage in Ohio, Will it give us some
good reason why it shounld not be satisfied with
a hope of the future adoption of negro snffrage
at some distant day in the South, as well as
with a distant hope in the North ?
